So T 
got my Bucket, as I truſt, full of Cordial Water, and away come I to the Preſs, 
T thought, if I could be but inſtrumental to quench and ſave one Poſt or Ream of 
#be Church, my labour would not be loſt ,, and I ſhall do more good than they that 
adminiſter Oil. |

Theſe are the eſſential and inſeparable 

mes of the Divine Eflence or Being of 
moſt High, the immediate Objeft of Di- 
vine Worſhip. 

There may be,and Scripture ſhews there are 
'fome who in a ſubordinate manner bear the 
name of God, becauſe he allows ir them as 
ruling from and under him ; and therefore as 
Viceroys or chief Magiſtrates under God in 
their places, they bear, tho leſs properly, 
the name of God (to give ay inſtance or two 
in the room of many) of this kind or fort 
are Angels, of whom Paul ſpeaks, 1 Cor. 8, 
Is. where he ſaith, There be that are called 
Gods in Heaven ; who ſurely could not be 


falſe Gods, for they could nor ger to Heaven 


therefore Angels through the Excellency of 
their work © 
aud fo do men, John 10.35. Bur to paſs 
chis ; only he that hath theſe eflenrial Pro- 
perties, 15 God moſt High : on which Pro- 
perties I'll inlarge a little. If he be invi- 


ſible, then ir is not ſafe for me to form any . 


ſhape of him in my Apprehenfions, any 0- 


therwiſe than a Glorious, unwordable Being. 


If he be independent, rhen he ſtays only on 
himſelf, and all things ſtay on him. If he 


| be infinite in Power and Perfe&ion, then he 


is a fingle uncompounded Eſſence,” only one in 
Number and Being : For it is morally impoſ- 
{ible that there ſhould be rwo infinite Beings ; 
for if one be infinite, the other cannot: 
and it isalike impoſſible that there ſhould be 


ewo moſt Highs ; for if they are equa], nei- 
ther of them both can ſay rhat he 1s the 


moſt High, becauſe there is another as high 


4s he. Alfo it alike argues ImperfeRtion ; for 
x one Moſt High be ſufficient, then ano- 
ther is necdleſs ; and where there is more 
than needs, ir is Imperfefiom. Again, if one 
moſt High ON be not oa _ CO 
our er, that es Imperſeion. re- 
fore they that ottip the true and moſt 
High God, muſt and ought to conceive of 
him as a ſingle impartible Being or Eflence ; 
one in Power, in W1i, in Thought, in Know- 
ledg, and in all things belonging to his E/- 
ſence, And ſo hath God direfted us to con- 
ccive of him in his Word ; Det. 6. 4.

Theſe things as undeniable, all Chriſtian 
Men believe, rhe Scripture proves, and God's 
Works manifeſt, This Deſcription is necefſ- 
fary for me to underſtand, in order to dire& 
me how to place and exerciſe my Faith in 
God. arighr, how to pay my Duries and 
Worſhip ro him, and conſequently fo my 
Salvation. St, 

But now I am arrived at the Borders of 
the Controverſy betwixt the Trinitarians and 
the Unitarians, the Athanaſians and nick- 
nam'd Arians, _ 4 j 

Bur to my Task, 'tis requifite ro 
give yet Ron Deſcription of this One 
moſt High God; which 'tollowing Deſcription 
is faid to be drawn from Scripture ' conſe- 
quences, but is much more plainly fer 
down in words -at length in other Au- 
thors,

Mr. Preſlon ſays 
that God being Alſuffcient, it is not needful, 
ea it cannot be thar a breaking in two ſhould 
admitted in him, and conſequently he muſt 

be moſt ſimple without all compoſition, a pure 
*and intire Efſence, fu'l of himſelf. and no- 


thing beſides: And a little further fays,: con- .. 


ſequently there cannot be two rhings in him, 
but whar he is he is One moſt ſimple,moſt pure, 
and moſt intire being, withour all'Compoſi- 
tion and Multiplication : and further he ſays 
there are no parts in him. Laſtly, Mr. Monk 
ſays, Thar the Perfons, tho diQtin& amongſt 
themſelves, yet are not differing things one 
from another, becauſe the nature of God 
is bur0ne and indiviſible; and further fays, 
they are not conjoined or knit rogether in 
one Subſtance, as Men which have one 'com- 
mon Eſſence : They are not only of the like 
Subſtance, bur of once and the ſame Subſtance; 
have the ſame Eſſence, &c. And in anſwer 
ro the Queſtion, Are there any Parts or Kinds 
in Gcd? anſwers, none at all ; becauſe he is a 
moſt ſimple Effence,. which doth admit of no 
Compoſition or Diviſion; and fimple, and in 
every reſpe@t of Unity One. - 

Thus you ſee, - having fammed up ' the 
Evidence, as ſays the-Foreman, -ſo they Tor 
all, they are all agreed in their Verdi; 
Orthodox, and  Hereticks (ſo called) are” 
thus far. in all reſpedts jointly and fully a- 
g:eed 'as with. one Voice, -to publiſh that 
r apprehenſion of the one true God re- 


ſpeRting his Eſſence, is an undivided, undi-'

Bur the Dodtrine of - Pluraliry of Gods

Beſides, if you” divide Eſſence \in your 
choughts, then you muſt divide che Eſſentia 
Properties, ſuch as Mercy, Juſtice, Wiſdem, 
Bounty, and the reſt ; I tay, you muſt di- 
vide” them into as many parts as you divide 
the Efſence in your thoughts: As for ex- 
ample : Suppoſe: you ' divide it into three 
parts ; then you muſt ſuppoſe in your mind 
three Attributes of Juſtice, three of Mercy, 
three of Wiſdom, and ſo of all rhe z 
or elſe you muſt imagine ſome of the At-. 
tribures in one part, and ſome in another : 
as thus, Juſtice and Power in one, Mercy 
and Wiſdom in another,- Truth and Bounty 
in- another, and fo of the reſt: or elſe you 
= —_— thar ſome of the parts haye 
none of the Attributes, and that will be Blaſ- 
phemy and” Nonſenſe ; ſince I think all will con- 
fefs that nothing can be eſſentially God molt 
High, but that which is or hath all the Divine 
Effential Properties, And ſo go which way 
to work Z wil if you admit of Parts, 
you confound the Subſtance, as Athanaſius 
'fays. But enough of this. We are unani- 
mouſly in the Unicy and Undivided- 
neſs of the Divine Eſſence.

Then again, at Moſes his repeating that 
which our Saviour calls the firſt and grear 
Commandment, . containing the principal 
part of Duty and Worſhip to this ſacred 
ObjeF, the Preface runs thus, Deut. 6. 4, 
Hear O Iſrael, the Lord our God is One Lord. 

Here indeed it is reaſonable to conclude 
that God intended his Subjets ſhould wor- 
ſhip him under the notion, appellation, and 
conception of One, But who can think that 
by this he intended to teach them co do ir 


under the notion and appellation of three ? 


Laſily, as, touching God's diſcovering of 
himſelf under the fomer Diſpenſation : Tho 
I confeſs when the words Holy One are uſed, 
they do not always particularly refped the 
moſt .High, yer whenever they are uſed in 


holy Writ, as moſt proper, ſo they are al- 


ways uſed to ſignify a /mg/e Perfon. Now 
tho.I ſhall not cite the particulars being too 
large, yet [ promiſe to any that ſhall ſeri- 
oully defire it, thirty ſeveral places in the 
Old Teſtament, where he is denominated 
the Holy One ; and I can be better than my 
word, And on the other fide, I challenge 
any body to ſhew me one place where he 
calls Iimfelf, or is called the Holy Three : and 
if ſo, itisa ſtrong preſumption ar leaſt, thar 
he would be worſhipped under the notion of 
a holy One, or ſingle Perſon. 

_ And thus having run over ſome of the moſt 
principal places -where God hath diſcovered 
himſelf to his SabjeQs, and colleded them 


together, I conceive any indifferent Perſay 


having firſt ſeriouſly peruſedthem, will ci-

clude that any perſpn having no other grounds 
ro conceive a Trinity of perſons .in this one 
Eſſence than what arifes thoſe Deſerip-' 


ons ; it is nor likely he>ſhould he induced 
by thoſe Paſſages to. conceive a Trinity of 
Perſons in this oze Eſſence and.

Not that 'T hereby aforeſaid) deny the 
thing it ſelf, - viz.

ration.: And hath choſen ſuch Epithers 
to declare himſelf generally and univer- 
ſally, as properly. do infer a /ingle Eſſence 
not revealed, as ſubſiſting in three Somewhats, 
Manners, Modes, or Perſons. 

And further, it is obſervable that the hol 
Scriptures ſpeaking of, and holding fort 
the One moſt Hligh, do often. repeat the Uni- 
ty of his ſingle undivided Efſence, as alſo the 
Greatneſs of his Pawer, - his Wiſdom, and 
the Reſidue of his, Eſſential Properties : they 
are found in muiltirudes of” places in Scrip- 
ture, as if Perſons could . never cnough be 
told, and made ſenſible of thoſe things, 
wherein all Parties are agreed; and as if they 
could never have too powerful conceptions 
or ic, in DEN of Worſhipy, orwoos 
therefore it is ſtrange, - that ſo eſpecial a 
poinr, as this 1s th ught ro.be, ſhould be; left 
{o dark ,and.obſcure, : even x0. that degree 
thara man withour any other help than thoſe 
Scriptures, of the Old Teſtament ( of, which 
now 1 ſpeak) which. ſpeak direAaly of che 
moſt . High as the Objett ro be, worſhipped; 
I ſay, may almoſt. (if worakogather) as ſoon 
conceive in his. mind three. hundred diſline

Miſtake me not ; ler none ſuppoſe. that I.

tially God : Bur I fay, allowing that, yer ir- 
follows nor from thence thar we are to pay 
our Devotion ro Chriſt as to the moſt High, 

My Reaſons for it are as follows : Firſt, 
Becauſe when the Apoſtles preached and 
diſcovered. him unto the World, they ſeem. 
to diſcover and preach no ſuch Belief and 
Practice. | 

And firſt, for Peter's firſt Sermon to the 
Multitude, A#. 2. which cauſed the Planra-

es Salvaticn through the name of Chriſt, verſ..

Likewiſe in his ſecond Sermon A#s 3. he 
preaches Chriſt from Verſ. 13. to the end; 
yet not one word of his being eſſentially the 
moſt High. The like is to be obſerved in 
the fourth Chapter. Many places I might 
run vyer, but for brevity fake I ſhall on- 
ly .cake notice of two more : one is where 
Peter is ſent to tell Cornelius what he ought 
to believe and do, A#s 10. verſ. 35. he 
lers Cornelius know that Jeſus was Lord, as 
before he told the Jews, God had made him 
both Lord and Chriſt : He tells him that God 
had ſent the Meſiage of Peace by him, he 
rells him he was the Anointed of God ; he 
rells him he was a Miracle:Worker, which 
ſhevved that God was with him : he tells him 
of his Death and Reſurre&ion : he teſtifies 
him to be the ſame the Prophets propheſted 
of -ro cone : he preaches Remiſſion of Sins 


Faith in his Name : he declares him 


ro be ordained Judg of Quick and Dead 
but not one word that he is to be worſhip- 
ped as effentially God Moft High ; which 
had ir been a 
have been told Cornelius and the Gentiles. 
Likewiſe when Paul informs rhe ignorant 
Athenians, A#s 17. 31. after he had de- 


ſcribed the true God, he deſcribes Chriſt 


diſtin from God as the ordained Judg of the 
World, bur ſpeaks nor of his Godhead. 

My fecond Reaſon is, Becauſe as he is Chriſt 
he is diſtinguiſhed from God, and an Officer un- 
derhim : and therefore ſo as he is Chriſt to be 
believed in, ſaying of himſelf, his Father is 
greater than he, and rhan all, the Scriprures 
that dire& us in our Faith in Chriſt, dire&t 
us to underſtand his Office ; but ſeem to be 
filenc concerning his Eſſence : Neither doth 
Chriſt any where require us to worfhip him 
as the moſt High ; bur we are to pray, to give 

and perform our Homage to the 
moſt High ayugh Fetie Chriſt, as the new 
afd living way conſecrated for us. 

Bur thirdly, nothing is Chriſt bur what is 
anvinted, (for Chriſt in plain Engliſh ſignifies 
anointed.) Now the Divine Eſſence was not.

int of Faith, would ſurely 


noint it, unleſs we will ſay oe Re Ie” 
afoinred the Divine Eſſence with the Divine 
Eſſence ? Some will ſay that thar is abſurd 7; 
and verily except we have a mind to fall in- 
ro the contradiQory ridiculous Opinion of 
the Quakers, I think we can plead at moſt 
for no more that this, viz. that the ſecond 
Perſon of the Trinity was iticarmte and a- 
nointed, and not the Divine Effence ir ſelf :

God had a Father, for Chriſt had a Father, 
nor only fs he was the Son of Man, but as © 
he was the Son of God. This contradifts 
Mr. Monk, and I think moſt other Writers, ., 
who ſay, the Perfon, not the Eſfence, was 


, Incarnate and anointed : and indeed O- 


ther ſeems a little ſirange'; for who ſhould - 
anvint.ir? wich what ſhould ir be anointed ? 
who ſhould ſend ir? who ſhould ic mediate. 
unto ? Beſides, if all che Divine Eſſence be. 
anointed, . there 'is abſolutely as mnch ne- 
ceſfity 'of a Mediator berwixt us and Chriſt, 
as betwixt * us and the Father, except ir be 
ſaid that the Perſon of rhe Father only is 
offended. Now we know the Perſon of the 
Father -is not the Effence ir ſelf ; for then 
Father muſt be anointed, and incarnate, and 
ſent, gc. Bur he (the Father) is ſaid ro be: 
only a certain manner of rhe Divine Eſſence 
its ſiibfiſting : And* then we muſt ſuppoſe 
that the Divine Effence* it ſelf -was not 
much, or at all offended ; bur only one of 
the Modes or Manners of its fubſiſting, Bur 
this wilt be' thonght- deep myſterjes to 
Country people. My ſhort ſighe cannor ſee 
how to avoid this, except we wiltlay, thaz 


it is + 
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, . 
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Mediator, a Reconciler, could do nothing of 
it ſelf. I know not wherher Mr, Taylor will 
take this Courſe or no; buc it he do, I am 
ſare he'll deſtroy che Notion that Chriſt is to 
be worlhipped as maſt High God : for if the 
divine Efſence appear only ſupream ia the 
Perſon of the Father, then in him (ro wit, 
the Father) and under that name 1t 15 moit 
proper to be worſhipped ; which 1s moſt a- 
greeable to Scriprurce, And as it is Chriſt 
It is a _diſtin& thing trom God the Father ; 
therefore as ic is Chriſt, and ſo an O.icer, 
we are toat Faith in what it doth, and not 
in what- ir is, ſince its effcntial PerfeQions 
appear ſupream only in the Perſon of rhe 
Father. : 

Bur fourthly, ſuppoſe Mr. Taylor intends 
none of all theſe ; and tho he over and over 
ralks of Chriſt's being of the ſame Eſſence 


of the Farher, yer he intends nothing leſs ; 


and rhac one Jor or Tictle, neither in whole 
nor part of the Divine Efience was 1ncarnare, 


anointed, or was Chriſt, but only the ſecond 
Perſon of the Trinity diſtin from Eſſence 
(ro wit, the Son.) And this indeed 15 Mr. 
Monk's Opinion in his Cure for the cankering 


Error, paz. -98. - © We always diſtinguiſh 
« berween the Eſſence of the Son, and the 
« Perſon, ſaying the Eſſence is one with the 
« Fathcr, bur not his Perſon ; therefore we 
« ſay, his Perſm was begotten, nor his 
« Eſſence : and we alſo ſay, his Perſon took 
« Fleth of the Virgin Mary, nor his Ef- 
» © ſence. This alfo ſeems to be the Opinion 
of many other Authors, although I have 
not now opportunity to ſearch and quote 
them. Bur if this indeed ſhould be his Q- 
pinion, how fincly is he carch'd then ?, for 
chey that have received lus Book for Ortho- 
dox and good proof, are taught to. believe 
thar ſuch Perſons as deny, or do not believe 
thac Chriſt is efſentialy God, are to be 
mark'd our for Excommunication and Dam- 
nation, Now if Mr. Taylor believes that 
xhe Divine Eſſence, neither whole nor part, 
j2r or tittle, was: incarnate, anointed, or was 
Chriſt, bur only the Perſon, then he muſt 
needs be one of them appointed f:r De- 
ſirugion and Excommunication, and fo his 
fiery Bolt is returned into his own Boſom. 


theſe following Replics, 


Bur ſappoſe this indeed ſhould be his 
meaning, that 'only the ſecond Perſon (as I 
think moſt believe) was incarnate and ' a- 
nointed, then by Perſon he intends either 
an intelligenr Being, Mind, or Spirit diſtin 
trom the one Eficnce, and the other two 
Perſons ; or elfe he intends only a certain 
Manner or Mode of ſiubtiiſting of the one 
intelligent Being. If he intends the for- 
mer, he muſt bclieve three or four diſtin& 
intelligent Beinzs, Minds, or Spirits, in God 
and I think rhar will be three or four Gods. 

Bur I could affordalmoſt to paſs my word 
for Mr. Ty/5r, that he doth not intend fo : _ 
Therefore 1 rather take him in the latter 
ſenſe, t> wir, a Mode or Manner of ſub- 
fiſting diſtin& from Efſence.” If ſo, then it 
will ſtil! follow that Chriſt is not ro' be wor- 
ſhipped as effentially God moſt High ; for 
then he'is nar the Effence, but only a Man- 
ner or Mode of ir. And I have before 
proved divine Worſhip, as tothe moſt Hi 
is tobe given to the Divine Eſſence it ſelf, 
and nct direftly and formally ro' any par- 
ticular Manner or Mode of it. ; 

I might ſpeak mcre to this, -but I fear I 
have faid ſo much already, that ſome igno- 
rant People will be ready to think we Trinita- 
rians, at leaſt ſome of us, hold ſtrange and 
nice Notions of Chriſt : Nay, perhaps they 
will ſay that we hold that Chriſt, as to his 
human Nature, or Manhocd, is no Perſon, 
but a Narure only; and as to his Perſon is 
not Eſſence or Subſtance, bur only a cerrain 
Manner or Mode of Effence : Bur enough of 
this. When all's done, I cannot tell which 
is Mr. 7aylor's meaning; and therefore 1 
hereby pray him, if he appears in print a- 
gain, to explain kimſelt more diſtinly and 
direQly 1n this caſe. 


I now come to confider his Reaſons. His 
firſt Reaſon why ſuch as believe, and ſach as 
disbelieve Chriſt ro be of rhe Eflence of his 
Father, ought not ro haye Communion to- 
gether at the Table of the Lord, is, Thar 
either they thar believe ir, or rhofe thar 
disbelicbe 1t, muſt needs be Idolaters, and 
they muſt eſteem each orher eicher gailry'of 
Blafphemy or Idolarry. To which T retarn

"- Firſt; 1 miſlike the faſhion of chis Reaſon. 
- /- 1, I do not approve: the Exprefſions of 


 - Idolatry-and Blaſphemy, being tov groſs to 


be beſtown ſo liberally on Perſons fo nearly 
united in the Faith of che trie God, and the 
true Chriſt and his Laws, as I have in the 
foregoing, lheets ſhewn they are.  Milder 
Conſtrutiions and Expreſſions better become 
' the Cauſe, | 
2. This manner of arguing ſeems to me 
roo defſferatre, Mr. Taylor takes this Weapon 
pointed at beth ends, and ventures to fer 
one point at his own Breaſt, truſting in the 
ſtrength of rhe Skin of his own Cauſe, a 
ſo makes a ctliruſt ar his Erethren. 
Altho Mr. Taylor be a fallible Man, yet he 
is ſo confident that his Conceprions are cer- 
rainly right in this confeſſed Myſtery and 
Controverſy, that hath puzled the moſt 
learned Men in all Ages (and fadly divides 
them at this rime) that he ventures ro pro- 
clim it tothe World, that in cafe he be 
- miſtaken, he is an Idolater, and leaves him- 
' ſelf ſo upon Record to Poſteriry. I have 
heard of ſome who would hazard the loſs of 


one of their Eyes, rather than their Neigh-, 


beurs ſhould enzoy both theirs : Mr. Taylor 


* will run the hazard of being accounted an 


Idolater, in caſe he be in the wrong, ra- 
ther than his differing Brethren ſhall go 
without the Imputation of Idolaters and 
Blaſphemers. 

\. Secondly, I ſee no ground for that Clauſe 
-in his Reaſon, viz. Thar they that disbelieve 


' Chriſt to be eſſentially Gcd, are Idolaters. I 


take Idolatry to be giving Divine Adoration 
and Worſhip to any Objeq, as if he were 


the moſt High God, when it is not the moſt 


High God. 

Now theſe Unitarians that do ncr believe 
Chriſt ro be eſſentially God moſt High, do 
fot worſhip him as ſuch, but as one receiv- 
ing Power and Authority from another. But 
if Mr. Taylor be of the- opinion that it is 
Idolatry, for any Reaſon, to give Worſhip 
and Hcnour to any Creature (as .he ſeems 
to ſay P48: 23.) therein I diflent from him : 
for alrho to worſhip any Creature as. the 
w_—_ when God allows' it not (that 15, 
when irdoth not immediately repreſent him)

be Ldolwy; Fer when Oroarures the and 
and receive Authority from him, I ſee nor 
bur we may without Idolatry worſhip them ; 
for elſe we ſhall jn a manner impute I- 
dolarry to Abraham, Moſes, David, John, 
and others; for I remember Abraham bowed 
his Head, Gen. 18. when the three Angels 
came to him, and-makes interceſſion to one 
of them for Sodom, giving him the Deno- 
mination of my Lord: I ſuppoſe no þody- 
thinks this Angel was eſſentially God 4 - for 
then Abraham could not + have ſeen him. 
Likewiſe Moſes is comma..ded to pull off his 
Shoes in honour to. the appearance off God 
by his Angel in the Buſh. Likewiſe Devid 
fell on his Face to the ground before the An- 
el, and ſeems to dire his Prayer unto 
1m, 1 Chron, 21. 16, 17, Likewiſe Corne- 
lizs gives the Denomination of Lord to the 
Angel, Aﬀts 10.4. Likewiſe John che'Di- 
vine fails at the Angel's Feet, Rev. 1. 17- 
for tho the Revelation was Chriſt's, which - 
God gave him, yet the diſcovery to: Fobn - 
was made by the Angel, Chap. 1. 1. : 

But again, Mr. Taylor allows himſelf and 

others to. worſhip a Creature wirhoue the 
impuration of Idolatry, namely the human - 
Nature of Jeſus Chriſt, which, in his own 0- 
pinion, is a Creature only ; yet it was worſhip- 
ped when it was on Earth, and Men +beg- 
ged Mercy of it: Ir is and ought to be wor- 
rd now, and ſhall be worſhipped here- 
after, 
Bur if Mr. Taylor reply, that this is for - 
this particular reaſon, viz. becauſe it is -. 
perſonally joined unto the Divine Nature, 
and therefore is not. a Creature only, 

I anſwer, 1/t, That if we may, for any 
Reaſon, give worſhip to.a Creature wirhour - 
being Idolaters ; then at leaſt his firſt Po» 
ſition is not univerſally true, viz. That .co - 
worſhip any Creature. is Idolatry. | 
Bur 24, Suppoſe what Union you will in 
an orthodox Senſe, yet the Divine Nature is 
no part of the human Nature, nor the hu- 


' man any part of the Divine Nature, bur -- 


they are really diſtint ; therefore the - 
human Nature, and every -part thereof, is a 
Creature, only. .

'And 37y, Holy Scripture, if yow' believe 
and heed thee” doch nor any when ſay thar 
we are to worthip the Man Chriſt, becauſe 
1e is perſonallly joined to the Divine Nature ; 
but the Reafon given why we ſhould wor- 
ſhip ir, is, becauſe it hath received, and God 
hath givenand committed unto it Power, Au- 

thoricy, and Judgment : The principal Rea- 
ſon for ſo doing is, rhat all men ſhould ho- 
nour the Son as they honour the Father. 
Likewiſe Phil. 2. 9, 10. Wherefore God hath 
highly exalted him, and given him a Name, 
which is above every Name, that at the Name 
of Jeſus every Knee ſhould byw, bath of things 
in Heaven, and things in Earth. 

Bur thirdly ; I furcher reply ro Mr. Taylor's 
- firſt Reaſon, That alcho, incaſe he be miſ- 
taken, he hath wilfully chruſt himlelf inro 
the number of Idolaters, and therefore de- 
ſerves bur lirtle pity ; yer our of Charity I 
will help him a little, and endeavour to 
ſhew him that cho he ſhould be mij'*iken, 
yer he-1sno Idolater, nor yer the others 211, 

My reaſon for it is this ; He diret's 1.is 
Adoration and Worſhip co the whole Divine 
"Eternal Being, that created all things, the 
'rrue God, allowing alſo in him all the eflen- 
.tial Attribures, Now he that worſhips the 
rrue God, cannot be an Idolater. 

Ir is true, if Mr. Taylor be miſtaken, he 
'1s in an Error, becauſe he worſhips this Et- 
lence in rhe wrong place, to wit, 1n the Per- 
{on of Chrift, when ir ſhould be in the Per- 
fon of the Farher only in Heaven : bur ſill 
it is the ſame Eſſence, he intends thar and 
«no other than he who is the God of Abraham. 

And on the orher hand ; if the Unitarians 
be miſtaken, yer they inrend to worſhip the 
1dame Eſlence all and whole, and no other; 
'chey believe irro be in the Perſon of Chriſt, 
bur not to be anointed. They conceive it 
-to be an intire Being ſubſiſting in the Father, 


yer ſtill the very Eflence that we worſhip, - 


.and no other ; Thercfore neither can .they 
be Idolaters. I will conclude my Anſiver 
ro.this firſt Reaſon with this Argument. 
They that worſhip all and whole of the 
.Divine Eſſence of the Eternal and Supream 
.Being, who is the true God, are nor therein, 
nor cannot be Idolaters or Blaſphemers. Bur 


both Trinirarians and Unirariats worſhip all - 
and whole of the ſame Divine Eflence of the 
Erernal and Supream Being, ' who # the true 
God : Ergo,neicher Trinitarians nor Unitarians 
are Idolaters or Blaſphemers. 

Thus 'I hope his firſt Reaſon is mortally 
wounded, 


is ſecond Reaſon is, pag. 5. Becauſe they 
that deny Chriſt is eſfjentially God maſt High, 
deny the Perſon of the Son of Gd, and there- 
upon deny the true Chriſt, and bring another in 
hy ſtead, 

He endeavours to prove this bold Aﬀertion 
thus: If the Perſon of Chriſt conſiſt both of a 
divine and human Nature, which is the whole 
of his Perſon, then they who deny both 
Natures in Chriſt, deny the whole of his 
P:rf- 

I anſwer, firſt, I utterly deny, and Mr. 
T.zylor cannot prove, that any of - our Bre- 
thren diſown borh Natures in Chriſt, 

Bur ſecondly, as hath been ſhewn, Mr. Tay- 
lor ought to have ſhewed what he intended 
by Divine Nature, wherker the Eflence. of 
God in kind, in part, or in whole ; or whe- 
ther none of ir, bur a Perſon only. 

Thirdly, I have heard ſome ſay that the 
human Nature was no part of the Perſon of 
Ckriſt; And they ſeem ro argue not without 
Reaſon; for, ſay they, if -rhe ſecond Per- 
ſon in the Trinity be God, then it was a 
perfet and compleat Perſon before its af- 
ſuming Fleſh : for whatever is, or is in God, 
is perte&t and compleat to a tittle ; now thar 
which is perfe&t and compleat,. can have no- 
thing added ro it withour making it. imperfect, 
as a Yard or Ell that is exa&t and perfte& in 
meaſure can have nothing in the leaſt mea- 
ſure added ro irs length, but you make ir 
thereby imperfett, Therefore though it 
be believed that human Nature was. joined to . 
this Perſon, yer it was no part of the Per- 
ſon; and Mr. Taylor's ſuppoſition that Chr.ſt's 
Perſon conſiſteth of a divirce and human 
Narure, cannot be true. | 

Bur, Fourthly, Mr. Taylor doth bur ſup- 
pole that Chriſt's Perſon conſſterh of divine 
Nature or Eſſence, he doth not here offer to
